AMES, by the Grace of God, King.of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith ;

Council, or Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjunaly and ſeverally, your 
conſtitute, Greeting » Foraſmuch as We' being reſolved that in the preſent exigence of Affairs, l 
Our SubjeRs , and particularly Heretors and Free-holders, and Our Militia, ſhould be in a readineſs, in 
Defence of Us and Our Government, Do therefore, with Advice of Our Privy Council, hereby perempto- 
rily R-quire and Command all Heretors and Free-holders within this Our Realm, above one hun- 
dred pounds Scots of valued yearly Rent, to be in a readineſs , ſufficiently Armed and provided to come 
out on Horſe-back, with their Followers and Servants, and with twenty days Proviſion , to attend Our Ar- 
my , on twenty four hours advertiſement , and to March, and obey ſuch Orders as they ſhall receive from 
Our Council, or one of Ourgeneral Officers, and herein they are riot to fail , as they will anſwer at their 
higheſt peril, and underthe Pains and Certifications appointed by the Laws of this Kingdom , againſt abſents 
from Our Hoſt ; And that nather the ſaids Heretors and Free-holders, nor theſe conoerned inthe Out-reik 

of Our Militia,may pretend excuſe,cither asto the want of Armsand Ammunition, or ſuch Warlike proviſions, 

We hereby allow them to be readily furniſhed therewith, forth of the Magazine of Our Caftle of wy 6. Our ther Magazins,at the ordinary

dezvouz at the ordinary place for the firſt Diet upon the ninetcenth of May inſtant, and tke Heretors and Free-holders,as ſhall be appointe by their 
Commanders, they being alwayes Armed. and provided in manner,and under the Certifications above-written. And that this Ohr Pleaſure may be 
known: Our Will is;and' We Charge you firitly and Command,that incontinent, theſe Our Letters feen, ye pals to the Mercat Crofsof Edinlargh, 
and all the other Mercat Crofles of the Head Burghs of the Shircs of this Kingdom, and other places needful, and there, by open Proclamation, + 
in Our Nameand Authority, make publication of the Premiſics, thut all perſons concerned may have notice thereof, and give due and exi& 
Obedience thereto.
